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“The Teachers Convene 


Seven hundred Alberta school teachers 
are gathered in Edmonton, at the annual 
convention of the ATA. No gathering of 
a similar kind outranks in importance or 
in public interest this yearly get-together 
of the teachers, and the official welcome 
extended by Mayor Fry voices the feelings 
of the people of the city. 

From the beginning Edmonton has been 
a community in which the rights and in- 
terests of the children in “school matters” 
has been kept consistently to the fore. A 
school was started here, and a school dis- 
trict formed, long before municipal incor- 
poration was thought of or was possible. 
The splendid school buildings which have 
been put up, usually well in advance of ac- 
tual needs, have been and are solid and 
fitting expressions of the popular desire 
that the best possible opportunities to 
secure an education be put and kept within 
reach of Edmonton children. 

Self-interest is not absent from the 
motives which inspire school teachers to 
associate themselves in an organization. 
In that respect they are not unlike other 
classes of people. But it can be said for 
the teachers that they do not limit, and 
never have limited, their efforts to the 
bettering of their own position. Better 
teachers and teaching, better schools, and 
better methods, are among the objects they 
keep consistently in mind. That is why 
the teachers hold the high place they have 
gained in public esteem. It is the root rea- 
son why Edmonton people will hope earn- 
estly that. the present convention may be 
the most successful the teachers have ever 


held.

A Good Assignment 


Canadian troops are apparently being 
given the job—or part of the job—of 
ning the Nazis out of eastern Holland, or 
rounding them up. It should be a con- 
genial task. Of all the over-run peonles, 
none less deserved to fall under the curse 
of Hitlerism, and in few areas has the 
“new order” been imposed more cruelly. 
Hollanders ordinarily live well, but in the 
occupied section they are subsisting on a 
diet which, according to their premier, 
threatens to exterminate them. Ample 
supplies may not flow in promptly on their 
deliverance, but at least what food they 
have and can produce will no longer be 
stolen from them. 

That corner of Holland, too, is suppos- 
ed to be the launching place of the V-bombs 
which continue to scatter deeth and des- 
truction indiscriminately in England. 
Clearing of the enemy out of the area 
will at least compe! the Nazis to project 
these missiles at longer range, and with 
More chances of missing the island alto- 
gether. If few of the bombing crews sur- 
vive the clearing process they will fare as 
well as they deserve, for indiscriminate 
killers have no claim to mercy.

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Okinawa 


Two weeks ago very few western read- 
ers had ever heard of Okinawa. Now it is 
the focal point of interest in the war in 
the Pacific. The island is about 60 miles 
long, less than ten broad at the widest 
part. But it is the rendezvous of one of 
the greatest sea-air armadas of all time 
Only in the Channel on D-Day and in Ital- 
jan waters when Sicily was invaded have 
there been greater assemblies of ships 
and planes. Fourteen hundred war craft 
from battleships down, including plane 
carriers, have been hovering about that 
and sdjacent isiands for a week, prepar- 
ing for and covering the landing of United 
States land troops said to number 100,006. 

The reason of course is that the Japs 
converted Okinawa into a base of the first 
order for naval and air forces, and that 
the island is the k:y in the areh of islands 
stretching from Jspan down toward 
Formos. jis airfields are little more than 
300 miles from the industrial belt of the 
Jap mainland, and about the same distani« 
from Shanghai and the adjacent China 
coast. The garrison is estimated at 60 000 
or more. Because of the importance of the | 
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island heavy fighting is looked for, and the 


presence of Allied battleships bespeaks 
a surmise that the Jap battle fleet may 
put in an appearance. 

One Tokyo newspaper warned its read- 
ers that the loss of Okinawa would mean 
“There can be no hope of turning the tide 
of the war”. No Allied authority questions 
the correctness of the logic. 


Washington Does It Too 


The Price Board at Washington has at 
last ordered retail stores in the United 
States to “freeze their mark-ups.”’ That is, 
to set definitely the difference between 
what they pay for an article and what 
they sell it for. The order applies to re- 
tailers handling clothes, textiles, furniture 
and house-furnishings. If the order occa- 
sions any Surprise it must be because it 
was 580 long delayed and because it does 
not take in a wider range of commodities. 

For Canadians this order is outside and 
convincing procf that our own authorities 
were on the right track when they spread 
a “ceiling” over the price structure when 
war conditions threatened to destroy the 
regulating influence of competition. If the 
plan had not worked well in Canada the 
Price Board at Washington would likely 
have tried something else.

Tokyo says the Allies are using jet- 
propelled planes, along with others, to 
bomb and strafe military targets in south- 
ern Japan. This is the first report that the 
new type had been put in Service in the 
Pacific. But Tokyo should know. It is to 
be hoped the ‘‘jets” are proving as effective 
as they were planned to be. There isn’t 
any place where their destructive capabil- 
ities could be more appropriately demon- 
strated.

Officials at Washington have given out 
figures showing that not more than 27 per 
cent of the food produced in the United 
States is going overseas, and that 17 per 
cent is going to American troops in both 
the great war theatres. This may not ex- 
plain why foods of many kinds are scarce 
in United States centres. It does go a long 
way to show that exports are not causing 
the general shortage; particularly when it 
is remembered that the men now in the 
U.S. fighting forces were eating at home 
before they went oversea.

The story of how armed Ameri- 
can imperialism has been trans- 
formed in a century into a col- 
lective security system covering 
much of the western hemisphere, 
has passed Canada by. The Act of 
Chapultepec, written at the re- 
cent inter-American conference on 
problems of war and peace, is a 
regional collective security scheme 
designed to fit into and operate 
under the general world security 
organization to be established at 
San Francisca next month. It is 
already operative. 

Later on there will be a formal 
treaty among the American re- 
publics pledging reciprocal assist- 
ance against aggression whether it 
arises in the western hemisphere 
or comes from the outside. Sonie 
of South America’s new enthusiasm 
for collective security is due to the 
suspicion of fascist menace in Ar- 
genting. Senator Tom Connally, 
chairman of Senate foreign rels- 
tions committee and a delegate to 
Mexico City, put it delicately yet 
plainly enough when reporting 'o 
the Senate. ife said Argentina's 
attitude during the war had been 
“quite irritating.”

The Act of Chapultepec succeeds

Since 1823, the Monroe Doctrine 
has been the foundation of Ameri- 
can foreign policy in the western 
hemisphere. Very much one-sided, 
of course, and resting solely off the 
power of the United States rather 
than the collaboration of Latin 
America, the Monroe Doctrine has 
been a “hands off” notice to the 
rest of the world. An invention of 
a British minister, it 
to keep major wars away from 
the western world since the days 
ef Napoleon—omitting of course 
interna! upheavals like the US 
civil war and frequent South Amer- 
ican revolutions. But events have 
destroyed the old dream of hemis- 
phere isolation 

Now the Monroe Doctrine has 
been converted into a multilateral 
system of mutual security. Chepul- 
tepec, as Senator Connally said in 
the Senate the other day, is “a 
multilateral policy with regard to 
that ancient doctrine.” The pre- 
amble mentions half a dozen pre- 
vious declarations, all since the first 
inter-American conference in 1890, 
which demonstrate how two great 
principles have grown to form the 
foundation of this system. The first 
is “juridical equality,” the doctrine 
that in the eyes of the law ‘in this 
case, international law) all states 
are equal and merit equal treat- 
ment. The second is that, in their 
security against internal and for- 
eign dangers, the Ameri¢an repub- 
lics are interdependent. In short, 
their security is indivisible

Lord Kemsley is making an in- 
teresting experiment in providing 
temporary posts for newspapermen 
from the Dominion in his great or- 
ganization. According to the ao- 
nouncement from London, Lord 
Kemsley is giving scholarships to 
one journalist every year 
from each Dominion to hold a post 
in the Kemsley organization for a 
year. The idea is to enable news-

Positive Approach to Peace

Heretofore the discussion of 
Dumbarton Oaks has been confined 
largely to the sections of the 
charter dealing with the settlement 
of disputes. The reason for this 
is that the machinery tor main- 
taining peace is clearly outlined. 
On this, the negative side, tbe 
charter is fairly explicit. 
| If the charter stopped here there 
would be little to be said for it 
“Peace keeping organizations.” as 
| the London Times put it, “lack all 
elements of durability. Positive 
aims are essential.” Economics and 
politics, said the Economist, can- 
not be separated. Jt is generally 
agreed that there cannot be peace 
unless social and economic pro- 
gress is achieved. No system of 
security can withstand the strain 
of mass unemployment, falling 
standards of living aud economic 
| chaos 
In appraisal of this aspect of 
the charter many references are 
| being made to what happened after 
| the last war. The economy of 
Europe was in ruins in 1919-20 and 
the League lamentably failed in 
this regard. The ecopomie anda fin- 
| ancial organization set up in 1920 
by the League never functioned 
| effectively 
| The situation in Europe today is 
|much worse than in 1919, and in 
|addition there is the devastation 
| caused by the war in the Far East. 
| The problems, in every way, are 
|more acute. In contrast with 1919, 
j however, there has been much 
greater achievement in this war 
and the work is just beginning. 
Already there are UNRRA, Bret- 
ten Woods, Food and Agriculture, 
Aviation and other agreements. A 
conference to set up a commercial 
policy organization is expected this 
jautumn. If, therefore, Dumbarion 
Oaks is less specific on the ero 


momic and social eide than witb 


respect to security, it does not fol- 
low that the emphasis is 
wrongly placed.

Beloved and unforgettable 
to those who knew him, Herman 
lost his life in a snow slide while 
skiing on Mount Richardson in the 
| Rocky Mountains a week ago 

It was irony that this young 
man—he was killed on his 35th 
birthday—should die doing that 
which was his whole lite. To Her- 
man Gadner, knowledge of snow 
conditions was second nature, for 
he came from the Austrian tyro! 
where snow craft is bred in the 
natives. 

Always a daring skier when not 
on duty, he apparently ignored the 
warnings of the guides as he sped 
alone over the area where he met 
his death. When the death-roar 
of the avalanche started he plunged 
down a steep grade to pick up 
speed in a frantic effort to get 
away. But his course whirled him 
into a gorge right on the fringe of 
the snowy inferno 

The skis, on which he had spent 
so much of his life, imprisoned 
him in the silent depths. He was 
unable to withdraw his legs in 
time to claw through the eight 
feet of snow that covered him 

His influence on Canadian skiing 
was great because ever) body ac 
cepted his authority willingly. As 
head instructor of the Canadian 
ski instructors’ school, he set a 
high standard 

His clean living, quiet manners 
and efficient teaching gave the 
young instructors an ideal to 
strive for, an ideal which mani 
fested itself in the rising standard 
of teaching all over the Lauren- 
tians. 

Tribute paid by one of his closest 
friends, George ‘Montreal! Gazette) 
Jacobsen, said that his silence in 
speech was made up by the elo- 
quence of his skis on the snow. It 
was also typical of him that in his 
competitive years he did not seek 
the easier laurels of downhil! or 
slalom, but concentrated on the

The broadcast said the invasion 
of Okinawa was a move which 
“bears a seriousness that has not 
been seen previously.”

Then he won't 
cultivate the habit of crying and 
crying long past the time when 
he is either hungry or uncomfort- 
able.

In the 24th arvual spring show 
of the Edmonton Art Club that 
opened in the “corona on Monday 
there must have been joy in the 
conception of the works, joy in 
their execution, and there are 
surely many pieces that wil! give 
joy to the possestors as they are 
placed in various city homes. 

This year’s sh: ing has that joy- 
ous note in colorful studies and 
spontaneous handling. Scarcely any 
are in the novelty class-dream pic- 
tures away from the line of every 
day life, but are Alberta scenes 
thoughtfully selected and carefully 
compos*d. Artists are judged by 
their creative power and it may be 
noted that some of the Edmonton 
painters who ust to make thei: 
statements rather hesitstingly are 
now wielding their brushes with 
considerable force. 


SOME MISSING 

A few of the painters of long 
standing are missing from this 
year’s showing but of the 31 exhi- 
bitors two are echibiting for the 
first time with the club, Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Lee Beard i«y, a sculptress 
and Miss Heler Nixson who draws 
with great economy of line.

throughout, with the exception of a 
36-foot road from Dawson Creek to 
Mile 76. At the same time, they re 
routed the road at many points to 
avoid dangerous hills, potential 
slides and glacial obstructions 
More than 100 miles of the high- 
way's original length were elimin- 
ated by the civilians, and when the 
job was finished in October of 1943 
hundreds of the contractors’ em- 
ployees returned to their homes and 
their farms to find other usefu) em- 
ployment which might aid the 
Allied war effort 

In February of 1945 there were 
181 families living in the 28 camps 
of the highway’s mai nance sys- 
tem. At the latest count, these 
families had 238 children, of whom 
124 were of school age
